It is not enough that a newspaper advertise* 
ment tell the truth. 


The reader of the advertisement must be­ 
lieve it before it can bring the advertiser any returns. 
The fact that so many untruthful advertise* 
ments are plausible may explain their apparent suc­ 
cess. 
The highest art in writing newspaper "copy” 
is the ability to tell the w'hole truth in a plausible 
manner. 


In other words, good newspaper "copy” is 
IOO per cent salesmanship— 
Not 125 per cent which overstates and which 
the wise buyer must discount to get the net value* 
Nor is it 75 per cent, which is the weak ref­ 
uge of negatively honest men. They endeavor to 
conceal their own shortcomings in not rising to IOO 
per cent possibilities as salesmen, by decrying the 
125 per cent men, who really are no more potential. 
IOO per cent salesmanship is ability to state in 
an interesting manner all the desirable features of 
an article which cause it to make good—and in ad­ 
dition to make the statement in a plausible manner. 
Plausibility is often secured by the use of 
illustrations, incidents, or suggestive references to 
situations apparently similar, where a doubted point 
was ultimately accepted. 


Yet this latter method involves the danger of 
bringing up doubt where none might have existed 
before.
